The Govornuient organ of yesterday 
remarks: 

"The FraJJchise Act, which donioa to 
Cliinamon the i'ij;ht to vote and take part 
in tho Government of the country, is ile- 
clarod by Tlin doloiuM to be for that rea- 
son invalid. It was reserved to tho Edi- 
toroflTie OoZonwi to be the first to dis- 
co^rfffis'fact find to blazon it abroad." 

"We decline to appropriata aiiotlier 
man's laurels or to strut about in plum- 
age that belongs to tlio Attorney-Gen- 
eral. To IMr. Walickm himself at- 
taches the doubtful lienor of having 
publicly procJaimed and "blazoned 
abroad" the unwelcome fact. 'Tim Col- 
onist refuses to strip him of tiio " cre- 
dit" tliat rightfully belongs to liim. lie 
was the first man to stand up in the 
ITouse and declai-o that "for or against 
Indians and Chinamen wo were not nl- 
lo-wed to legislate." Hero is tlie proof. 
Oh tiie 'ith April; 1873, Mr. llonsox 
having moved an amendment to thu 
QualiHcatiou and Tlfgistvation of ^'ot- 
ers' Act to o.vcUule Chiiipso from the 
Franchise, Mr. Walkicm said: 

" That situated as this Province is ho 
would support an open franchiso. Hut 
ho did not agree with the hun. nioiubor 
in hia motion it»t</i reyanl to Indium and 
Chinamen. FOE OB AGAINST THEM 
^VE WERE NOT ALLONVED TO LEG- 
ISLATE." 

On the 29th February, 1872, Mr. 
RoBSON moved : 

"That an humble Address be presented 
to His E.xcellency the Lieut. -(iovernov, 
praying'that efl'eetual steps may be adopt- 
ed for tho purpose of preventing the em- 
ployment of Chinese labor upon tho i)ub- 
lio works of tho Province, or upon any 
Federal works within tho same, whether 
such works may bo given out by contract 
or cai-ried on under tho immediate control 
of either Government." 

In speaking to this resolution Mr. 
Walk EM said : 

" Wo have no right to legislate on the 
kind of labor the contractors should em- 
ploy or dictate to tho Dominion Govern- 
ment the kind of labor they shall employ 
on their public works, llr a-ilml tin' JIo\i/e 
to sctitsmark of disapi>ri>lnitltiu on the re- 
Kolntion, " 

As to whether we are right or wrong 
in our present position, that becuu.so 
the Governor-General a.ssonted to tliii 
Act of tho Local Legislature imposing 
an outrageous penalty for non-payment 
of taxes, therefore that Act is consti- 
tutional, will bo decided in a very brief 
space of time ; but the frotliy declama- 
tions of the Staiulanl aiul the Attoi'- 
ney-General will not be accepted as ar- 
gument in this community. Tiie pub- 
lic has not forgotten the fate of the; 
Chinese Tax Bill of last session, which 
the ■ Attorney -General introduced to 
hoodwink tho workingmen. It luas 
not forgotten that the Standard and 
its masters strenuously proclaimed the 
constitutionality of the Bill, which 
The Colonist as strenuously denounced 
as an unconstitutional trick. What 
proved to be tho ca.se? So bad was 
the Act that wlien the iirst suit came 
on for ti'ial the Atlorni:i/-(ieiirni/ J'tii/ed 
to appear before Mr. Justice U nnj iii 
support of the Act. The 1-Iill Ijeing 
thrown out it became the duty of Mr. 
Walkesi — ^if he believed in its consti- 
tutionality — to appeal to Ottawa. He 
promised to do so. He told the Work- 
ingmen's Association that ho intended 
to appeal. j\[r. DeCosmos left here 
fully impressed with tho belief that an 
appeal would be taken; but when lie 
t^eached Ottawa to his great surprise 
and intense disgust ho discovered that 
no appeal had been taken. We have 
no desire to see Chinamen voting here. 
We have faithfully, consistently and 
persistently opposed the ])resenceof the 
obnoxious race here, while the Stand- 
ard in 1876 — then, as now, the organ 
of Mr. Walkeai — denounced the white 
workingmen as the infeiiorsof Chinese 
in the same walk of life. But no powei- 
on earth c.m make us bolster up the 
bad law of the Attorney-General or foi- 
the sake of a littlo eph(>meral jio[nilari- 
ty declare an Act constitutional that wo 
know not to be so. TJie remarks of 
the Attorney-General in 1872 and 1873 
show that he had qualms ot conscience 
in those days that do not trouble him 
now. Ho was then on tho threshold 
of political life and told the truth. We 
leavo the reader, by contrasting his 
former with his present utterances, to 
say whether rubbing noses with politi- 
cians has caused him to improve or re- 
trograde morally.

Bncouragring Prospocts of a Good 
Oatoh. 

Halifax, June 21. — Latest reports 
relative to tho Newfoundland lislierios 
state that, excepting as regards the 
bank iishery, not much lias yet been 
done in the actual work. Caplin have 
made their appearance earlier than 
usual, and they are now plentiful on 
every part of the coast. From the east 
side of Placentia Bay reports ai c more 
favorable than those of last year. Some 
few boats that went oS 30 or 40 miles 
had been more .successful than tho 
others. At Portugal Cove they have 
had two or three days' good fishing, 
and about Capo St. Francis fish seem to 
be in fair supply. The accounts from 
Green Bay are good, and some fair 
work for this early season has been 
done in Triiuty Bay.

Campbell 
used his utmost endeavors to savo the 
blacksmith's slio[) by putting in large 
timbers, -whieh I'ept it from washing. 
jNlr. Uslicr sent u man from Kamloops 
to try and change the current of tho 
river, but he only stayed two days and 
the consequence is that tho bridge now 
is ini])assable and there is no person to 
attend to it. I'liir, part of the road 
from Cache Crecik to Savane's is very 
much neglected ns the Government 
only send men when they hear that 
some place in' tho road has given way.

Theaiidionco was 
highly approciativo and ciithu.sia.stic and 
tliero can bo no doubt tliat tho favorable 
impression created hy tlie company will 
ensure a cri)\vdi;d lifiUKu this evciiint;, 
when tho Huoond conuei-t of the series will 
bo given. Tiie prngrannno opened with a 
piano solo — Rondo Ca[>riccioso — exquis- 
itely played by Mr. F. Dnlcken, who is a 
pianist of rare execution and delicacy of 
toneli. When tho apphuiso wliich foUow- 
tul had died a«-;iy I\lr. W. H. Kinross, 
a great favorite with Victorians, sang 
^alfo's ever [lupular ballad "Tlic Heart 
Bow'tl Down. " He has an excellent bari- 
tone voice and Avon Ui6 well deserved 
plaudits of the audience, who were next 
introduced to Miss Emma Thurston, a 
mez/.o-soprano of unusual compas,? and 
(|uality. Slie sang "Nobil Donna" from 
Meyerbeer's "Huguenots"and was accord- 
ed ail encore, in response to which 
she ga^o a lovely ballad by Claj' — 
Sho Wandered on the Mountaiiv Side. 
Then came Edouanl Remenyi, tlie re- 
nowned violinist, and aa ho approached 
tho footlights he was accorded a most 
hearty greeting. Tin; piece ho selected 
for his introduction to the audience was a 
fantasia on Otliello, liy Ernst, and as lie 
displayed his wonderful fjenius ho quick- 
ly entranced liis hearers, liolding them 
spell-bound until the last note of his 
brilliant efl'ort had echoed throughout 
the building, 'i'he vehement applivuse of 
the audience which was tlien unbounded 
. was ronowed when lie completed an ad- 
mirable rendition of Schubert's Serenade. 
The next item on the programme was a 
piano Bolo consisting of two parts, Nuit de 
Mai by Dnlcken, and a gavotte by Marti- 
ni. Both wore lieautifully played and 
then Remenyi appeared again to render 
two charming solos, tlie lirst of which was 
his. transcription of Chopin's Nocturne in 
E'flat and the second a production of his 
own — Melodies Hcroi<iuea et Lyriques 
Hongroisoa. His niagnifieont execution 
won ' for him another enrore to which Re 
respondeil by plaj'ing a bowit'jliing waltz 
composed by liimself. Miss Thurston 
then sang " The Message," one of JJlu- 
inenthal's most touching b.allads, and the 
manner in which she rendered it so im- 
pressed the audience that she was obliged 
to return to tlie footlights, when she sang 
a sweet ballad by Rubcnstien — "Thou 
art like unto a Flower." Mr. Kinross fol- 
lowed witli Shield's descriptive si)iig, 
"Tho Wolf," whicli lie gave in ex- 
cellent voice, winning the heartiest of 
applause, and to conclude the concert 
Remenyi played Paganini's Capricoios, 
Nos. 21 and 24. His execution in these 
wa.s brilliant in tho extreme and as 
he left the stage round after round of 
apphiuse followed him. For tho_/(jia/(' — 
being called back — lie [ilayod the Carnival 
of Venice in a manner wliicli surprised 
even those wlio have heard other very cele- 
brated violinists. Those who fail to at- 
tend the concert this evening will miss a 
musical luxury in every sense of the term.

Monday, July 7. 

A Fort Rupert Indian charged with 
being drunk and disorderly, admitted tho 
oflbnco and was fined §1.25 or in default 
C hours' imprisonment. 

Albert James, charged with stealing a 
number of tools valued at §30, the pro- 
perty of J. T. Macdonald, between M.ay 
1st and June 30th, last. 

The defendant having consented to' a 
summary trial, the prosecutor testified to 
the truth of tho information laid by him 
and identified tho tools produced in Court 
as lus property. 

His Honor — How docs tho defendant 
plead 1 

Tho defendant — I plead guilty. 
His Honor said tliat it would pain him 
to send tlio defendant, a lad 17 years' of 
ago, to the chain-gang. Did tlio [lolice 
know anything of his cliaractor? 

Sergt, Bloomficld stated tho defend- 
ant Imd been in tho Court before. 

His Honor saitl tliat he would defer 
sentence for one week and it might bo 
po.ssiblo tliat in the intiTim an arrange- 
ment could bo made with some person to 
put tho dofoiidaut to work on a farm. 
Security would have to be given for his 
good behavior and if at any time he neg- 
lected iiis duty his eniploYer could sur- 
render him to the authorities. His Hon- 
or asked if there was any charge against 
the poison who had purclmsod tho tools 
from tho defendant. 

Tho Superintendent of Police said that 
no charge had been made, but any trades- 
man in the city ought to have known that 
a boy of tlie defendant's ago in all pro- 
bability was not in lawful possession of 
so many tools. 

Peter Oastorliout deposed that tlie de- 
fendant came to him about two moiitlis 
ago and brought him sovoral iif the tools 
which iie said had been given to liim by 
his father who had no further use for 
them. Defendant asked for an advance 
on thorn and got it. Ho came on several 
other occiisions with some of the tools anil 
obtained money on them, but eventually 
tlie witness suspected that tho defendant 
had not come by tho tools honestly. A 
day or so after his suspicions were 
aroused Mr. Macdonald, the nroaeoutor, 
came to witness' store and claimed the 
tools 08 his properly. Tlie witness would 
not have advanced anything if he had not 
known the defendant's father. Ho ad- 
vanced $5 in all. 

The Superintendent asked if tlie stolen 
projiorty should be returned to tlie owner. 

His Honor said that it could bo if tho 
prosecutor refunded the money advanced. 

The prosecutor said ho would not re- 
fund a cent. The tools were liis property 
and had been stolen. 

Mr. Oasterliout replied that if the pro- 
secutor wanted the tools he coukl take 
tliein without any refund. 

His Honor — I can make no order in tho 
matter. There has boon no charge of 
possession with a knowledge that tho 
tools wore stolen. 

The tools wore handed ovor to the pro- 
secutor and tho Court adjourned. 

County Court.

JIo.SPAV, July 7. 
Frasur e.t King— In this case on Friday 
last, as reported in Saturday's issue, Mr. 
Theodore Davie, on behalf of the plaintiff, 
applied for leave to administer written in- 
terrogatories before trial to tlio defendant, 
claiminir that the practice of tho superior 
Courts 111 this respect applied to the Coun- 
ty Court. 

His Honor gave judgment as follows: — 
In addition to tho cases quoted by INIr. 
Davie on Friday last in support of his ap- 
plication, I find a direct authority in 9 
and 10 Vic. , chap. 95, sec. 78, which en- 
acts that in any case not expressly provid- 
ed for therein, or by tho rules of practice 
in tho Superior Courts of Common Law 
may be adopted and applied, at the dis- 
cretion of the Judges, to actions in their 
several Courts. Tlie application is there- 
fore granted, subject to tho production of 
tlio allidavita required by tho Common 
Law Procedure Act, 1854, sec. 52. 

Coi.i'MiiiA RivKR. — Tho fishing season 
on tho Columbia is drawing to a close. A 
number of leading cannery men have 
commenced hauling olf boats, while one or 
two firms have closed altogetlier. Judg- 
ing from the reports tho season has been 
an unprofitable one all round. A dis- 
patch says: "It would be a good thing 
for the State if all tho canneries were 
locked uj) for three years. Tho indica- 
tions are that some of them will be."

Then followed small pox; in the 
summer yellow fever, and a curi- 
ous jiaralytic disease known as beri- 
beri. A mistaken public charity in- | 
tensified all these diseases. Cholera ap- i 
pcared, and finally a disease analogous j 
to the RuK.siari plague. On December 
10, 1878, the dentli ■rocord for tlie day | 
in a province counting at tliat tinu; 
but 75,000 was over 1,000. Accord- 
ing to the population, this is the larg- 
est death-rate for a single day that we 
have ever seen. The great plague in 
London nearly reached that enormous 
rate. So long has the pestilence con- 
tinued that the ])noplc have become in- 
different to their danger. The Brazil- 
ian Government has expended over ten 
millions of dollars for tiic relief of the 
sufferers. Rarely has any pestilence 
caused such intense, and even though 
limited, human suffering, misery and 
death. — British Medical Journal.

For Cuoleua Infantl'Si. — The 
whites of two eggs, well beaten; then 
mix with pure water and a little sugar; 
a table spoonful every hour. It will 
cure the worst case of cholera infantum, 
the egg coating the bowels. 

To Soften Water. — Hard waters 
are rendered very soft and pure, rival- 
ling distilled water by merely boiling 
in a two-ouneo phial, say in a kettlcful 
of water. The carbonate of lime and 
any impurities will bo found adhering 
to the phial. Tho -water boils very 
much quicker at the same time. 

Hair iNViuOitATon. — Bay rum, one 
pint; alcohol, one-half pint; castor-oil, 
one-half ounce; carbonate of ammonia, 
one-quarter ounce; tincture of cantha- 
rides, ono-half ounce; mix them well. 
This mixture will promote the growth 
of the hair and prevent it from falling 
out. 

Steak Stkwed in a Plain Wav. — 
Fry tho steaks in butter a gooil brown, 
then put in a stew-pan half a pint of 
water, one onion sliced, a tablospoonf ul 
of walnut ketchup, a little cajier liquor, 
pepper and salt. Cover the pan 
close, and let them stew slowly. Thick- 
en the gravy with a piece of butter 
rolled in flour and servo them on a hot 
dish.

Tho mois- 
ture and heat liquifiy the blood, and 
send it back to its proper channel. 
Use %\ ann water, or hot, but never cold 
water to a bruise.

A Portuguese Heroine. — A cor- 
respondent of the Fall Mall Gazette at 
Lisbon vouches for tho truth of the 
following narrative, wliicli he tran- 
slates from the Diaria de Noticias: — 
At the distance of one kilometre from 
the village of Fratel, [i. e., on the front- 
ier of Spain and Portugal, near the 
town of Portalegre), Theresa Maria, 
who was carrying her husband's din- 
ner to him in a field, was told by a little 
shepherd that a wolf was prowling 
about the place. Wishing to see one 
for the first time in her life, she put 
down her basket and climbed up to a 
a high place to which the boy directed 
her. There she saw the animal in the 
act of devouring a lamb. The shepherd 
boy began shouting and throwing stones 
to SCO whether it would let go its prey ; 
and the wolf in its fury then attacked 
the poor little fellow, jumping 15(5 at 
liis face, tearing the flesh from his jaws, 
and then throwing him upon tho 
ground. The woman, seeing the boy's 
danger, in an impulse of heroic sclf- 
dovotion, ran on the wolf wholly un- 
armed, seized a tight hold of him, and 
then, , after a struggle, contrived to 
blind him with a stone, and eventually 
killed him. Meanwhile the boy whom 
slic had rescued ran, wounded as he 
was, to seek help in the village. While 
several villagers were coming up, arm- 
ed with guns, stones and sticks, to kill 
the beast and save the woman from its 
fangs, she was returning to the village 
covered with blood, and with her arms, 
hands and face terribly wounded. Sho 
S!ud that at times she v/as on tho 
point of being overcome, but contrived 
to keep the animal's throat in tlie close 
hold of her left arm, while hitting him 
on the head with a stone she was able 
to pick up. She was taken to tho Niza 
hospital. It is with regret that all 
will read what I have now unfortunate- 
ly to add, that exactly a month after- 
wards tho poor creature died there of 
her wounds. She has left eight child- 
ren, si.v of whom aro very youug. Sho 
was allowed to console her ilying hours 
with tho belief that she perished in 
saving a life. But it was not to be so. 
The poor child died in the terribie 
sufl'erings of hydrophobia.
